This exhausts the aqueduct issue of 
$23,000,000, except the $1,326,000 in 
the sinking fund. 

Harbor—The purchaser is to pay 
$1,000,000 on or before March 31 $6290,- 
000 May 1, $520,000 July 1, 3480, 
000 September 1, and $480,000 No- 
vember 1, 19132. 

Powé¢r—The purchaser is to pay $1,- 
504,000 March 31, $525,000 (each) May 
1, July 1 and September 1. and $420,- 
000, November 1, 1912. 

This programme paralleles that 
planned by the aqueduct, harbor and 
power officials and finances the proj- 
ects advantageously. 

The bonds are subject to the ap- 
proval of Horblower. 4 Pot- 
ter, attorneys for Speyer <4 Co. They 
are also to be approved, thr ch the 
city, by Dillon, Thompson 4 Clay. 
Neither can, of course, give approval 
until all the proceedings have been 
examined, but there is no doubt of 
this im the minds of the parties to 
the contract. 

The purchaser has the right to re- 
quire the delivery of all power and 
harbor bonds upon fifteen days writ- 
ten notice to the city. This means 
that Speyer & Co. could require the 
clty to sell the whole $46,500,000 on 
the date of the first delivery. This 
met some objection in the Council 
because it might load the city with a 
large amount of money which it couid

NO-DEBT PROVISION. 

A paragraph of the contract pre- 
vides that the city shall not “prior to 
January 1, 1913, authorize/ sell, ne- 
gotiate or contract for the sale of, or 
advertise for sale or issue, any other 
municipal bonds, corporate stock. or 
other similar securities of taid the 
city of Los Angeles 

This is the provision Councilman 
Reed objected to and because of 
which he voted in the negative.

While officials do not admit it, there 
is belief that its sale may be neces- 
sary to properly complete the great 
work. This, however, is little more 
than a surmise. 

QUESTIONS. 

The two questions are: 

Can the city sell the plant for 
cash, as the law requires, at a price 
equal to its vahie, which is in excess 
of $500,000?. 

Can the city, under political ad- 
miubstration, retain the plant and 
operate it as a commercial industry 
and enter into competition with pri- 
vate establishment? 

The first question receives a more 
emphatic affirmative answer than 
the last. The chief advantage of the 
municipal plant is that it possesses 
all the materials for making tufa 
cement, indorsed by the aqueduct ex- 
perts as mere suitable and cheaper 
by 40 cents on the barred for all 
kinds of cement construction, and that 
no other plant can compete with it in 
this line. 

The private plants in the South 
which furnished Los Angeles, and 
those of the North which furnish San 
Francisco, have limestone and clay, 
but no tufa. So far as is known the 
tufa deposits of the State, except at 
Monolith, are remote from limestone 
and require expensive and non-com- 
petitive transportation. 

VAST TUFA SUPPLY. 

Monolith is built on tufa, and is 
surrounded by tufa hills: two and a 
half miles from it is an inexhaustible 
deposit of limestone; one and a quar- 
ter miles in extent; in the bed of an 
almost extinct lake is an inexhaus- 
tive supply of clay. 

If tufa cement its to

HARD INTERSECTIONS. 


tractive traffic stations at three 
perilous ‘intersections in the down- 
town district will be recommended to 
the City Council by Lieut. Butler. in 
charge of the police traffic squad. 
Butler has been working on the plans 


Ac for the building of at- 


for these stgtions for weeks, and will 
submit blue prints and arguments 
when his pending traffic ordinance 


is out of the way. 

Butler proposes to build at the in- 
tersection of Ninth, Spring and Main 
streets, at the Temple Block, and at 
the junction of Broadway and Main 
street. raised platforms with seats 
and ornamental lights atop. These 
stations, which it is proposed to build 
of concrete, would aid greatly in pro- 
tecting the lives of pedestrians and 
those who use the cars, besides be- 
ing a great convenience, says Butler. 
Similar stations have been installed 
at crucial points in the streets of 
Chicago, Detroit. San Francisco and 
other cities. 

So many have been the accidents 
and narrow escapes of pedestrians, 
and those who use the cars at one 
of these places, in particular, that 
the police have inclosed a triangular 
space at Ninth, Spring and Main 


streets for those alighting and board- 
ing cars. Even this crude beginning 
is greatly appreciated by those who 
have been compelled to use their 
eyes in all directions at once and 
dodge automobiles and cars. The 
space covered by this roped inclosure 
at present will be the site of the 
first traffic station, if Butler's plan 
is decided upon. 

“The triangular space in front of 
the Temple Block is one of the worst 
places in the city for accidents,” 
said Butler. “Those who take cars 
on Main or Spring streets are com- 
pelled to look sharp for vehicles 
while waiting. Wagons and automo- 
biles, despite the activities of the 
traffic squad, cross and recross the 
space in almost every direction. So 
it has been with the Ninth-and-Main- 
street corner. So it will be with the 
intersection of Broadway and Marv 
within a short time. 

“In Chicago they have these con- 
crete stations with red and geen 
lights, showing drivers of vehicles 
which side they must take in passing 
in elther direction. I favor ornament- 
al lights at each corner of the trian 
gular stations. The stations would 
greatly relieve the trale men at 
these corners, and would prevent 
| many accidents.”

FELLING CITY'S 
POLE FORESTS. 


Over Six Thousand Razed the 
Rast Y ear. 


Equals More Than Hundred 
Twenty Miles. 


Joint Use by Companies a 
Local Blessing. 


Over 120 miles of poles were re- 
moved from the, streets of Los An- 
geles the past year by the Joint Pole 
Commission, representing the public 
utility corporations. 

During the year the commission 
recorded combinations on 4586 poles, 
doing away with 6135, in addition to 
the several hundred old otras: 
poles of a Yew companies. . 

The removal of these 
poles saved the corporations over 
$100,000, and theoretically lowered’ 
the rates for jocal users of telephone, 
telegraph, gas and electrical powef. | 

In five years successful operating | 
combinations have been made of 21,- 
000 poles eliminating between 265, 0% 
and 30,000 poles, a sufficient number 
for any one company to pole the eu- 
tire city for its service. | 

The commission has just completed 
a notable piece of work on Sixteenth. 
street, between Figueroa and Pacific 
avenue. In a distance of a mile and 
a half over 100 poles were taken out 
by the process of combination. S- 
teenth and Georgia streets was long 
known as the utility companies’ for- 
est. Nineteen poles, stubs and an- 
chors were located there. The same 
service is now accomplished with sts 
poles. 

NINETEEN TO SIX. 

This street shows remarkably well 
the advantages of joint construction. 
The two railway companies find it ne- 
cessary for each to maintain a sub- 
stantial line on each side of the street 
and this has been accomplished Mm 
such au manner as to be entirely un- 
objectionable from any standpoint.

GLUT OF ISLANDS. 

Tf Great Britain shall, as indicated by 

the dispatches, taxe possession of Palmyra 
Islands—a group of fifty islets lying about 
600 miles southwest of Hawali and almost 
in a direct line between Australia and the 
Panama Canal—it is not probable that the 
United States would take any steps to pro- 
tect its ownership of those islands, or even 
diplomatically protest against their seizure. 

The Palmyra Islands were discovered in 
1852 by an American ship captain who 
claimed them for the kingdom of . Hawall. 
No colonization of them or physical occn- 
pation of them was ever attempted by any 
power. In 1889 Great Britain made a paper 
annexation of them, but made no efforts to 
occupy them. So far as paper annexation 
is a sufficient title, Hawali had the best 
claim to them, and being a part of the king- 
dom of Hawaii they became in 1898 United 
States territory by the treaty of annexa- 
tion. 

Yet it is not likely that the United States 
will object to British occupation of Palmyra 
Islands. England will doubtless claim that 
her annexation of them by proclamation in 
1889 was not objected to by the Hawaiian 
goverument during its existence, nor by the 
United States since annexation, and that 
twefityone years having passed without a 
protest Great Britain is entitled to the 
islands by a law of limitation. 

ver since the acquisition of Hawaii, and 
the Philippines, and Guam, Uncle Sam has 
had a glut of Pacific islands, as was evi- 
denéed by his action or pon-action with re 
spect to Marcus Island. That island is an 
atoll about 800 miles east of Yokohama. It 
is five miles long and three miles wide, is 
wooded and watered, and contain’ several 
thousand acres of arable land. It has no 
harbor. It is the home of millions of birds 
which, in the course of ages, have deposited 
upo it a vast quantity of guano. It has, 
until ite comparatively recent occupation 
by Japanese, been uninhabited. 

About 1890 one Andrew Rosehill, an 
American sea captain, was trading in his 
own schooner in the South Sea Islands. He 
went ashore at Marcus Island to obtain a 
supply of water. Noticing the immense de- 
posits of guano, and being familiar with the 
law concerning the acquisition of guano 
islands, he nailed an American flag to a tal! 
cocoa palm tree, in a forked branch of which 
he deposited a glass bottle containing a no- 
tice of a claim to the island tn behalf of the 
United States, which notice was signed by 
himself and his crew. He built a cabin and 
deposited therein a year's supply of pro- 
visions and a lot of tools, and left on the 
island one of his crew, an American sailor 
who was content to remain there with his 
common-law wife, a dusky Dulcinea of the 
Caroline Islands who had been smuggied on 
board 


The claim made by Rosebill in behalf of 
the United States to the teland was sent 
to Secretary Blaine, by whom it was duly 
red-taped and recorded in the archives of 
the State Department, where it has since 
slept, awaiting the trump of some resur. 
recting angel. It was not until 1900 that 
Rosehill succeeded in obtaining capital in 
Honolulu o exploit the guano deposits on 
Marcus Island. An application was then 
made under the guano act of Congress. It 
Was granted and the right to remove the 
guand deposits on Marcus Island was be- 
stowed upon Andrew Rosehill as discov- 
erer conditioned upon his filing a bend for 
$50,000 that he would comply with all the 
requirements of the act of Congress con- 
cerning guano islands. He gave the bond 
and transferred his rights to a corporation 
which purchased a small schooner, loaded 
her with provisions, supplies and tools, and 
gent her in charge of Rosehill to the island 
to bring a sample cargo of guano. 

Two years before this, Japanese über 
men established a camp on Marcus Island 
and engaged fm the business of trapping and 
skinning the sea birds. The Japanese gov- 
ernment, on the strength of this occupation, 
issued @ proclamation annexing Marcus 


Lund. When Rosehill and his echooner 


aa he Lock Tender’s Uniform. | 
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arrived there, he was met by a lieutenant 
in charge of twenty Japanese marines, and 
about fifty bird sknners, who forbade him 
landing, and presented him a letter from 
Secretary Hay directing him not to have 
any conflict with the Japanese authorities, 
and that the United States would protect 
his rights by diplomacy. 

The diligent Japanese Consul at Honolulu 
had cabled to the Japanese Minister at 


Washington an account of the organization | 


and movements of the Marcus Island Guano 
Company. The Japanese Minister had in- 
duced Secretary Hay to cable fo our Min- 
ister at Yeddo inetructions which resulted 


in the Japanese government sending a war 
vessel to Marcus Island. carrying the letter 
and a force of marines there. ! 


When the Japanese lieutenant met Rose- 
hill at the landing and delivered the letter 
to him, he pointed with his snickersee at 
tie American schooner which lay at ahchor 


in the offing, with a limp Stars and Stripes ‘Idah 
drooping from her masthead with the de- 


jected droop of the tall of a 
dog. 

“It makes it necessary,’ sald the Japa- 
nese officer, “that your high and honorabie 
selves shall go on board of your worthy 
little ship, and sail away quick.” 

“Some of you sons of dogs,” said Rosehill, 
“are living in yonder shack which I helped 
to build many years ago, and the remains of 
the American flag are still fluttering from 
the top of the tree where I nailed them. 
If it was only you and your gang of breech- 
clouted lubbers to deal with, I would come 
ashore with my crew, armed with belaying 
pins, and drive the whole damned lot of 
you into the sea. But I can’t fight my own 
government and that of Japan also, and 
will go. If Uncle Sam stands by my rights 


Japan win have a big bill to pay for this. 


But Uncle Sam did not stand by Rosehill's 
rights, and the guano deposits on Marcus 
Island are still controlled by Japan. 


OMPENSATING INNOCENT MEX.

Jersey Légisiature to indémnify criminals 
convicted of a felony on circumstantial or 


The remuneration 
to the criminal is fixed at $1000 and $1 for 
each day that he has been incarcerated. The 
money is to be paid one-half by the State 
and one-half by the county in which the 
man was convicted. In order to entitle him 
to this remuneration he must receive a cer- 
este from the Governor that it has been 
demonstrated that be was entirely innocent 
ef the crime of which he was convicted. 


Every imprisonment for crime, whether | 


for one year or fourteen years, is practical 
ly a life tmprisonment. The walls which 
enclose the prisoner are viewless, but they 


are as palpable as if they were of brick | 


er stone. Business men will not employ a 
“jail bird.” Society closes its doors in his 
face. Childfen are taught not to talk with 
or listen to him. The only way in which he 
can escape his doom is to change his name, 
lose his identity, be dead to his relatives 
and in another country begin life over. If 
he emerges from prison while. under 40 
years of age and bas had the opportunity 
and the wisdom to acquire some usefu! 
trade while there he may begin Iife over 
with a chance of succéss. But pitiable is 
the plight of the convict whose release from 
prison finds him on the wiatry side of 60.

„ THE INDICTMENT OF DARROW. 

{Arizona Republican:] The indictment 
of Clarence Darrow at Los Angeles is the 
latest episode in a series of events that are 
nothing short of calamitoas. Beginning 
with the inception of what is now known 


‘to have been a gigantic dynamite conspira- 


cy, followed by the arrest of the McNama- 
ras, the absolute proof of their guilt and 
their subsequent confession, luridly mum 
nated dy the bribery of one juror and the 
attempted bribery of another, and culm!- 
nating in the arrest of a man who was re- 
garded as little short of a genius in the trial 
of a certain class of cases, this succession 
of events form a chapter in the late history 
of this country that may well cause grave 
alarm. 

That men could deliberately and in cold 
blood plan the destruction of property and 
of life and carry out those plans, as was 
done by the McNamaras and the others in 
that devilish conspiracy, seems enough; 
and that a man of the standing of Clarence 
Darrow could have lent his brilliant mind 


and great talents to a scheme so audacious- 


ly anarchistic as that charged in the indict- 
ment is almost past belief. And let this be 
said—this is a time for suspension of judg- 
In spite of everything Mr. Darrow is 
still innocent In the eyes of the law. He has 
not yet been proved guilty and he may not 
be proved guilty. He is entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt. 

But this fact seems apparent. Not oaly 
were thé McNamaras anarchists them 
selves, but the most dangerous sort of an- 
archy has been in evidence at the late trial. 
It seems to have been established beyond 
all cavil that somebody bribed a juror and 
tried to bribe another. 

There are few more hideous forms of 
anarchy than jury-bribing. The McNama- 
ras struck at the property rights of other 
men and at the lives of other men. Their 
crimes were outrageous, dastardly. There 
is not a single excuse for them. There is 


not even the excuse that they were paid | 


less money for their work than they thought 
they onght to receive, if any sympathizer 
would feel like urging that as a partial jue- 
tification. ‘They were not laboring men. 
They are criminals who performed their 
dastardly work in the guise of laboring men. 
There is not a single palliating circumstance 
in what they did. 

But, after all, though they wantonly de- 
stroyed property worth thousands of dollars 
and though they deliberately sacrificed the 
lives of more than a score of men, it is a 
question whether the man or men who tried 
to corrupt the jury in the McNamara case 
were not guilty of a greater offense than 
were they. . 

The jury-driber sought the destruction of 
justice, which means the destruction of 
government. He struck at the very foun- 
dation of society iteelf. Not only is he a 
criminal, but he sought to make 
of others. 

It is to be hoped that Clarence Darrow 
will come unstained from this ordeal. It Is 
to be sincerely hoped that be is not guilty. 
It is not pleasant to think of a man of his 


superior attainments and brilliant mind as | 


an enemy of free government. But the 


guilty man, whoever he is, should be pun-

Kast Side Citizens Charge Chain 
_ Gang Guard With Cruelty, But He 

Makes Denial 

Frank Arguello, « chain gang 
guard, will be arraigned before the 
Chief of Police tomorrow afternoon 
to answer charges preferred by East 
Side citizens that he lashed Pat 
Mooney, a chain gang prisoner, on 
the face and body in a most brutal 
manner with a horsewhip Tuesday af- 
ternoon. E. D. Felts, captain of the 
chain gang, speaking for his guard, 
denies the charges, making the coun- 
ter assertion that Arguello was forced 
to use Violence with Mooney to keep 
the latter from beating Ar«uello’s 
brains out with a piece of gas pipe. 

The citizens who called the Chief 
did not know the name of the guard 
or the prisoner. They sald that on 
Tuesday afternoon a prisoner escaped 
from the chain gang, while the men 
were working on Morton avenue, east 
of Elysian Park. He took refuge un- 
der a house. When he was forced to 
surrender, the guard struck the de- 
fenseless man a number of times over 
the face and body with a whip. 
kicking the man and starting him to- 
ward the other members of the gang, 
the prisoner stumbled and fell in the 
road.

The elimination of the 
Maple and Bender cases would pro- 
vide ample space on the court cal- 
endar to hear the bribery charge 
against Darrow. 

The defense has been given a copy 
of the transcript of the testimony in- 
troduced before the grand jury as 
provided for by the code. The prose- 
cution declares that it is not nec- 
essary to give the evidence of all 
the witnesses thus led; in fact it 
is a common practi to exclude the 
official stenographer’ when it is want- 
ed to keep certain testimony a secret 
until the trial. 

Bert H. Franklin, and Attorney 
John Harrington of Chicago will be 
the star witnesses against Darrow. 
Both are supposed to be in a posi- 
tion to tell just how the “slush fund” 
was handled by the McNamara de- 
fense and how alleged plans were 
laid by Darrow to corrupt prospective 
jurors. 

In addition to these witnesses there 
will be all the witnesses used in the 
two preliminary examinations of 
Franklin; also a number of de- 
tectives, who have not appeared in 
court so far. 


CARRYING THE CASE UP. 


Two Chaplins, Convicted of Desert 
Land Frauds, to Appeal to the 
Highest Court. 

Attorneys for David H. and Ftank 
N. Chaplin, whose sentence upon 
conviction of land frauds has been 
sustained by the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals, will take the 
case to the Supreme Court. Prior to 
doing so an effort will be made for 
a re-hearing. 

After u long trial in the local 
United States District Court, the 
Chaplins were found guilty of con- 
spiring to defraud the government in 
connection with the assignment of 
desert land entries. Judge Wellborn 
sentenced each defendant to pay a 
$1000 fine and serve nine months in 
the County Pail. 

Attorneys Meserve and Ward ap- 
pealed the case mainly upon the al- 
legation that there was no offense 
stated inthe indictment. One of the 
judges of the Appelate Court took 
this view, but the others sustained 
the finndfhes in the trial court. 

Under some comparatively recent 
United States Supreme Court rulings, 
the lawyers for the defense believe 


did not commit any criminal offense, 
even admitting the facts as alleged 
by the govermment.

He decided he could 
turn the trick. Seon he began ex- 
perimenting in a small way with met- 
Ale and dies. 

After considerable experimenting 
he sent some counterfeit $10 gold 
pieces to his brother, Henry, who had 
a jewelers shop at McKittrick.) The 
coins were said to be fairly go od imi- 
tations and presumably were passed. 
This temporary success stimulated 
the counterfeiter’s energies. He next 
made a set of dies for $5 gold pieces. 
These bogus coins were better than 
the first attempt. After making about 
thirty of these he concluded to leave 
his store and join his brother. 

Collins got a horse and buggy and 
set out for McKittrick. There he 
made plans with his brother and Wil- 
liam Shortridge, who became vastly 
excited over the apparent chance to 
make a fortune.

IS PROHIBITED. 


New Schedule Turned Down 
by Commission. 


Has Ordered Suspension dnd 
Will Investigate. 


State Railroad Board Has 
Taken Like Action. 


laformation was received here ves 
terday that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has refused the 
permission to put into effect their 
new western classification. 

The new schedule was to have be- 
come operative next Thursday. The 
commission has ordered it suspended 
until June 14. In the interim the 
whole matter will be investigated. 

Following its policy of co-operat- 
ing, as far as possible, the State 
Roard of Railroad Commissioners de- 
cided on similar action. The new 
classification, insofar as it applies to 
rates wholly within the State, was 
suspended yesterday by the State 
Board. 

The rullroades had sought to instit- 
ute changes in the classification, 
which the shippers contended, had 
the effect of raising rates. For this 
reason the shippers went before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the California State Board with their 


protests. 

When the railroads made the 
changes in the classifications, they 
stated that they were designed mere- 
ly for the purposes of greater uni- 
formity. The carriers contended that 
the list contained 807 advances and 
“28 reductions.

SHIPPERS GET REFUND. 
SAN PEDRO RATE CASE. 

The recent decision of the United 
States Circuit Court in the injunction 
sult brought by the Southern Pacific 
to restrain the State Board of Ran- 
road Commissioners from enforcing 
reduced rates between Los Angeles 
and San Pedro will result in the re- 
funding of $7000. to shippers. 

When the cas¢ was appealed to the 
courts an order was made impound- 
ing the rates so that a refund could 
he made in the event the case went 
against the railroad company. The 
court decided against the company and 
the reduced schedule is now in effect. 
The Salt Lake Railroad was a co-de- 
endant im the hearing before the State 

rd, but was not included in the 
order reducing the rates. Subse- 
quently a supplemental hearing was 
held in reference to the Salt Lake 
Railroad, upon which a decision has 
not yet been rendered. It is obvious, 
however. that if the Salt Lake expects 
to get any of the business, the com- 
oany will have to meet the reduced 
tates of tte competitor.

TO SELL OR OPERATE MILL’ 


(Continued from First Page.) 


cement as cheap or cheaper than any 
Other plant in California under poll- 
tical management. This means an 
¢ight-hour day in public work against 
a twelve-hour day in private work. 

If the city bas furnished its one 
customer—the aqueduct——with profit 
for three years under political condi- 
tions, it should, in the minds of those 
favoring retention as a municipal in- 
dustry, succeed in the commercial 
field furnishing other customers. 
These are the general advantages— 
location, matgials and proved e- 
cleney. 

Disadvantages pointed out are that, 
if the city enters the field as a com- 
petitor of private enterprise it will 
offer a cement that is not recognized, 
except in a limited way, and that it 
has not the trade in sight to keep it 
going to capacity and without such 
full time the product would become 
unprofitable. 

The plant has a capacity of 1200 
barrels dally. Such a rate of produc- 
ton makes the cost per barrel cheap 
—about $1.30 at the mill. That cost 
relates to Portland cement which, re- 

und with tufa and an infusion of 
Sypsum, produces two barrels for one 
of the Portiind at a mill cost of 
$1.768, or 88.4 cents per barrel. Hence 
tufa cement at a dollar a barrel win 
bring profit. But this at once doubles 
the output to 2400 barrels a day and 
omnivorous consumption is required 
to keep the mill at full capacity, the 
prerequisite of economic production. 

MUST DRUM UP TRADE. 

Protagonists of municipal reten- 
tion have found that, on all public 
work where this cement could be 
specified, the consumption now is less 
than 400 barrels daily. A market 
must be found, in addition to the 
municipal work, for either 800 bar- 
rels of straight Portland or 2000 bar- 
rels of tufa cement. Harbor needs will 
not add much to the local daily con- 
sumption. If it is to be increased it 
must be by selling the product any- 
where purchasers may be found. The 
purchasers must be solicited—il San 
Francisco, with a 63 mile haul, in 
Los A with 120 mile haul, in 
the rich and building San Joaquin 
Valley. The city must “drum up“ 
trade. 

Aqueduct officials who have con- 
sidered the future of the cement 
plant doubt the wisdom éf retaining 
it with any such purpose. They ear 
the disadvantages of public ownership 
—the hours of labor, municipal civil 
service control, present prejudice 
fagainst tufa, probable competition of 
a serious nature—condemn the ven- 


ture. If the city could consume the 
entire, product it would not be a dif- 
ficult Diem; but it cannot. If the 


plant is to be run on half time or less 
to meet the municipal demand the 
cost of production will increase be- 
yond possibility of profit. 
The mill has about eight month: 
work ahead of ft for the aqueduct 
alone. During that period it will be 
a “going concern” and capable of be- 
ing thoroughly demonstrated to any in- 
tending purchaser. If offered for sale it 
would be recommended as a first-class 
plant and the only one in the west 
capable of producing tufa cement, 
useful In any kind of concrete work, 
at $1 „ barrel or thereabouts. In 
private hande economies that are not 
possible under municipal manage- 
ment would be available, particularty 
the difference between a twelve-hour 
shift, with more pay. and an eight- 
hour shift with less pay. 
By a sale the city will receive cash 
for its investment. A campaign of 
education would be necessary to win 
a market for the product and a pri- 
vate concern could do this where the 
city could not. When the building 
trades once received tufa cement as 
equal to or better than Portland ce- 
ment the capacity of the plant would 
be required, but until that time the 
pioneers would have to bear the losses 
of short time. For, whether the mill 
produces 3506 or 35,000 barrels ao 
month, the cost of production is not 
materially changed because of 
overhead charges necessary.

This industry which is popular- 
ly associated with Italy, France and 
the Orient, is a source of great wealth 
to the manufacturers of New Jersey, 
and more silk of every kind is made 
there than in any other American cen- 
ter of the trade. The history of silk 
culture is such an absorbing theme 
and so creditable to women that I 
wonder the leaders in the new wom- 
an movement do not exploit it more. 
The crustiest old bachelor or most 
conservative scientist writing on the 
subject must give credit to that intel- 
ligent Empress of China, Si-Lang-Chi, 
who fieurished about 8400 years be- 
fore the Christian era. This Empress 
invented silk tissue, and it resulted in 


generally used 


such extraordinary wealth for the Chi- 
nese nation that on her death she was 
lenrolied among the divinities under 
the title of ‘Bien-Thsan,’ ‘the first pro- 
moter of the silk industry.“ As these 
deities were prociaimed by men alone, 
it is a good index of what the men 
of her day thought of the excellent 
material with which to add to thelr 
personal attractions. From early 
time down to our own, silk culture 
has been esteemed and improved up- 
on, until now the machine looms are 
turning out as delicate and lovely 
fabrics as the olden hand loom of the 
Renaissance. 

“American silk, so-called, as every- 
one knows, is made from the raw 
material imported from the Orient or 
from Italy. The labor attached to 
getting the basic principal of silk 
from the cocoon cannot be done in 
this country, because of the high price 
of skilled workers. Te engage work- 
ers here at the price paid for every 
kind of skilled labor would result in 
Gdemestic silk being gut of the reach 
of all but the very rich. However, 
with the crude material imported, our 
manufacturies can produce a fabric 
which stands the equal of any from 
the centuries-old firms of Franco, 
Italy and the Levant. Th inter- 
ested in the theme do not havé to be 
reminded of the splendid silk made 
in New Jersey which Mrs. Roosevelt 
wore at the inauguration ball in 1905. 
Nor of the magnificent brocade which 
Mra. Taft selected with the celebrated 
goldenrod design, also from New Jer- 
sey milis, and which she wore when 
her husband was honored at the great 
social fete on the evening of March 4, 
1968. Mrs. and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
I have heard, both select American 
fabric for their ceremonial gowns and 
I really do not understand why Amer- 
ican women are not patriotic to do so 
always.

Jules Pages in His Paris Studio, 


The artist, who is a native of California, is now in charge of the Academie 
the most famous art school in the world. Pages ex- 
hibits some of his pictures at least once a year in Los Angeles, and 
comes here for a visit once every two years. An exhibition of his recent 
Paris, opens tomorrow in the Grace Nicholson 


he seriously began to paint landscape 
in 1877, though he had “dabbled” a 
ttle before then. This fact makes 
him not a young man, though the 
years do not betray him. He is, in 
truth; the youngest oldish man I 
have ever seen. The very spirit of 
youth seems to shine from his eyes. 

His technique, however, admirably 
though it serves his purpose, is not 
quite so modern as his spirit. Its 
naivete is the simplicity and, honesty 
of nature iteelf—nature'’s fine lack of 
studied method when she has some- 
thing beautiful to give us. There- 
fore, Heath's pictures have a pecu- 
liar charm, the charm that comes 
from a poet's simple expression of 
love for nature. 

The artist, whose father was the 
first Secretary of State in Oregon, was 
born in the pioneer days, and the 
most of his training as a painter was 
got from nature herself, though he 
had some slight instruction in a San 
Francisco art school. For the past 
eleven years he has had a studio in 
the northern city. He has another 
among the giant redwoods at Mt. Her- 
mon, and from here come many of 
the pictures in the present exhibition. 
From now on, though, it is his inten- 
tion to sketch every winter in South- 
ern California. 

I have called Heath a poet. He Is 
one—a clear-eyed seer of the out-of- 
doors, whose visions are admirably 
sane and true. He feels and pictures 
the grandiose rhythms of the collosal 
redwoods, the gentle lyrical moods of | 
quiet lakes in bosky places, the surge 
and beat of the sea against rocks— 
simple things expressed with sim- 


Mountains,“ peaks of palest rose are 
guarded by sentinel pines. “By Quiet 
Waters” has cold green foliage with 
a splotch of vivid yellow sunlight 
in the distance. Summertime“ is a 
cool wood interior, a scheme of gold 
and green. “The Beautiful San Lo- 
renzo River“ shows that the stream 
deserwes the painter's epithet. 
“Sunlight and Shadow in the For- 


icturing 
tremendously big redw trees. 
“Woodland Road” gives us a charm- 
ing. winding path beyond which we 


redwood branches. On elther side 
the road, brown leaves are lying. “Au- 
tump in the Redwoods” is a misty ef- 
fect well rendered; “A Hazy Day in 
the. Redwoods” is somewhat cooler 
and greener. 

Among the good marines from 
Heath's brush are: “Sunlight on the 
Sea.” showing warmly-colored rocks, 
the refuge of sea birds, in the fore- 
ground; the luminous sky shows a 
tender haze of pink and gold; the 
breaking waves are pale green. “Sum- 
mer Morning by the Sea.“ “The Old 
Veteran,” a cypress, well drawn, on 
a bank below Cypress Point, near 
Monterey; “A Gray Day on the Coast,” 
showing huge brown rocks agal 
a good sky, etc. 

Interesting smaller canvases are 
„Froggy Morning,” “A Quiet Day,” and 
so on. The tities are all admirably 
expressive of the painter’s intention 
—each tells the mood of the picture 
he gives us. 

A pleasant collection of genuine 
studies from nature by a true nature 
lover. It will remain in the McBur- 
ney gallery till February 21.

In the Royar Gallery. 

I cannot make myself believe that 
every picture now hung in the first 
exhibition of the new Royar gallery, 
No. 744 South Hill street, is thor- 
oughly representative of the man who 
painted it. In fact, I know this is not 
so, for some good painters have very 
indifferent pictures there. A few 
canvases are—to put it gently—atro- 
clous. 

Royer invited the painters to ex- 
hibit, leaving the selection to their 
own discretion. ‘Apparently some 
painters have no discretion, no crit- 
ical faculty where their own work is 
econcerned—if we are to judge from 
the pictures they sent in. In future, 
therefore, the owner of the gallery 
may be compelled to exercise his pre- 
rogative of selection. If he does, both

There are good tonal qualities in 
Ralph Mocine’s “Boats at San Pe- 
dro,” and the scheme of color ts admir- 
able.

Charles Owens water color, “Foot o 
Bright Angel Trail” is extremely in- 
teresting in color and handling; Frank 
Liddell’s water-color landscape is 
delicate and poetic; “The Latin Quar- 
ter of Denver.” by Henry Lovins, is a 
snow scene that is well toned and yet 
has much color; Bond Francisco's 
study of mountains, luminous and 
brilliant, is eminently characteristic 
of the painter's best style; Clinton 
Conners two contributions represent 
him; Xarifa Hamilton Towner's pastel 
“Cloud Magic,” is unusual and inter- 
esting; the water-color study of 
mountain gorges and snow-covered 
peaks by Jacob Koch gives a fine feel- 
ing of immensity, and is well han- 
dled; Jack Smith has a strong and 
simple landscape. 

Frederick Roland Miner has no pic- 
tures in the exhibition, but the four 
landscapes by him shown in the win- 
dow are truthful, direct and simple in 
treatment, end very interesting. Mi- 
ner is certainly growing as a land- 
scape painter.

GASTRONOMIC 
MELANGE. 


BY MAJ. BEN C. TRUMAN. 


It tis a noteworthy, and, perhaps 
melancholy fact—at least, so consid- 
ered by old-time epicures—that th 
art of eating and the art of providing 
in first-class hotels and restaurants 
throughout Europe and the United 
States are on the decline. It is notably 
so in our own country, where there 
are no hotels on the American plan 
that compare at all with the Fifth- 
avenue and St. Nicholas, in New York; 
the Tremont and Revere in Boston; 
the Palace and Occidental in San 
Francisco, and scores of others of 
from twenty to forty years ago. The 
same may be said of the crack cafes 
and restaurants of Boston, New York, 
New Orleans and San Francisco, and 
of other big cfties. To be sure, the 
prices of all foods and wages to help 
have pretty nearly doubled; but, as 


— matter of fact, the patrons of first- 


class hotels and restaurants pay more 
than double what they did a quarter 
of a century ago, and are “heldup” 

r enormous tips (in the aggregate) 

om waiters and head walters, wait- 

and chamber-malids; bell-boys 
and elevator-boys; hat boys and bag- 
gage smashers, and in some other 
ways. It Is the dread of tips that has 
gent so many restaurant patrons to 
their clubs and to the cafeterias. 
More than half of the big cafes of 
the big cities of the United States 
have closed their doors during th 
past five years, and even more than 
half of the elegant cafes of Paria, 
Vienna and Madrid have gone out of 
business. Cheap places and poor fare 
have come tnto existence instead, all 
over Europe; and the cafeterias in 
our own country. This remarkable 

has brought about a decline 
in the art of dining, and provokes 
Marce Prevost, of the Paris Figaro, in 
an essay on this gustatory decline in 
his own city to exclaim that “The 
times are out of joint for te true 
epicure.” 

The wisdom of the average municti- 
pal lawmaker of our dig cities must 
occasionally make Solomon, Darwin, 
Humboldt, Emerson, and even Greeley 
turn over in their graves. The latest 
plece of crack wisdom delivered by the 
solons of our own council, is that an 
oyster cocktail is a beverage, and not 
a viand. The crab-flake and the little- 
neck clam cocktail must also be 
classed with the former crustacean. To 
be sure, the average Councilman, any- 
where, has had so many experiences 
with cocktalls that are compounded 
from potables alone, that could a 
eco be produced from asphalt 

d gravel, and be called a cocktall, 
many wise lawmakers would swallow 
it as such. An oyster cocktall is a 
food, just as much as plum pudding 
or any comestible with cause; and the 
man who terms it a beverage is off his 
hat. And this reminds me that the 
deterioration of the oyster cocktail 
as prepared on the cific Coast, from 
the, little fat California or Oregon 
oyster, nearly twenty years «ago, is 
more marked than any other latter- 
day gastronomic appetizer. Its fame 
had reached all the eastern and Lon- 
don clubhouses, and it was imitated as 
nearly as it could be in the East by 
the use of the smallest bluepoints and 
Narragansetts; and in London with 
Portuguese and Ostend bivalves. Army 
any navy officers, actors and all other 
travelers were ecstatic in their praise 
of the California oyster cocktail— 
which was originally a concoction of 
half a dozen, properly-cooled, fat. 
juicy, little natives; a tablespoonful 
or more of tomato catsup, some lime- 
juice, a suspicion of tabasco and a 
modicum of salt. This offering is im- 
possible to procure at any cafe or 
other refectory in California at the 
present day; and Instead, one is com-

Berlin, New 
York, New Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco. But these latter are often sin- 
ful and low-grade Bohemias, in which 
the male angel is a golden calf and 
the female angel not so discreet as 
a foolish virgin. To be sure, one may 
often see at a cafe in the Latin Quar- 
ter an American European 
with a pretty foot on a  student’s

Thus: Indifferent or poor oysters of 
various size’, and in many cases aba- 
lone or clam choppings about the 
size of a pea, with one or two poor 
little long-kept and unique oysters to 
carry out the name added; on the 
side are tabasco, salt, pepper, paprika, 
horseradish and lemon; all in a big 
plate of ice, the latter almost suffi- 
cient to start a small cold-storage con- 
cern. Sometimes, nowadays, four or 
five poor shriveled bivalves occupy 
a separate plate, which the victim is 
supposed to stab and rinse around ir 
the tobasco, tomato catsup, lemo: 
fuice and horseradish, and then swal- 
low as one would an emetic. It ts tor 
bad; but surely, the latter-day oyster 
cocktail ls a fraud, made 80 by some 
fool walter or chef. 

It may not be generally known 
that Al Levy of Los Angeles was the 
inventor of the oyster cocktall, some 
twenty years ago. No such viand had 
ever been heard of before either in 
San Francisco or Los Angeles, nor of 
course, In any other part of the world. 
The original was compounded with 
from five to six little but fat Call- 
fornia or Oregon bivalves and their 
juices, a tablespoonful or two of to- 
mato ketchup, a modicum of salt, a 
little lime or lemon juice, and a few 
drops of tabasco. Since then it has 
found its way to all the big cities of 
the United States and elsewhere. Ad- 
miral Walker first tasted one at my 
table about seventeen years ago, and 
upon his return to Washington intro- 
duced it in the Army and Navy Club 
and at Chamberlain's But, as he 
wrote me, “we used the smallest blue 
points we could get, but they did not 
come up to the little California oys- 
ter.” In London there are a number 
of places on the Strand and along Pic- 
cadily where saloons and eating 
houses essay the oyster cocktall, using, 
generally, the bivalve from Ostend. 
In Paris the “American oyster cock- 
tail’ may be procured at Maxim's 
and Paillard’s made with blue points, 
which these crack places import from 
New York. All the other Paris res- 
taurants that offer the “American 
oyster cocktail" use Portugese oysters, 
which rank next to those raised at Os- 
tend, all of which, however, are in- 
ferior to any American oyster. In 
1900 I ate at the Cafe de Paris, in 
Monte Carlo, an oyster cocktall made 
from oysters brought from the Medi- 
terranean near the mouth of the Nile, 
which was better than those offered 
in Paris and London. At Shepherd's 
Hotel, in Cairo, this same oyster is 
used in cocktalile, and also in the 
hotels near the pyramids and Pom- 
pell. But our own California oyster 
cocktail, properly concocted, surpasses 
all others. 

There is a little thoroughfare in 
Paris called the Rue Bach” which, I 
believe, commences at the Place Ven- 
dome and runs to the Seine. Not 
many Americans care gastronomi- 
cally for the rue Bach, although many 
ladies take an omnibus or cab for 
that narrow street in order to pur- 
chase millinery and gowns for 4 
third less than they would be charged

a mile away on the Place Vendome. 

But, gastronomically speaking, all 
Americans know the Cafe e Paris, 
the Cafe Palais, and scores of splen- 
did restaurants on les grands boule- 
vards, and also Maxim's, where the 
champagne does not begin to flow 
until the witching hour of night. 
They all visit the Latin quarter, at 
poor

can vaudeville entertainments, cir- 
cuses and religious revivals. The pa- 
trons of the Latin Quarter always eat 
and drink slowly and converse in 
French. Their course generally con- 
sists of a soup, fish, entree, chicken 
or meat, a salad, fruit or cake or 
cream and demi tasse; and a quart 
of vin ordinaire accompanies the re- 
past for two. The men are generally 
young artists or writers and care noth- 
ing for conventional art or literature, 
and know no more about commer- 
cialism than J. Pierpont Morgan did 
at the first anniversary of his birth. 
They are poor, of course, and £0 
where love and cordiality costs noth- 
ing and a good wine dinner less than 
a dollar for two. They have no 80- 
clal aspirations; they are gay and to 
@ great extent careless, but are gen- 
erally above meanness and artificiality. 
The ambition of the Bohemian in 
Paris is to succeed in art or literature 
and to wed the girl whose instep he 
is gently patting or whose waist is 
being firmly and lovingly pressed. 

All over the world, from the 

tates of Furope and the President of 
the United States down to the com- 
monest restaurant in Los Angeles and 
in hundreds of families the term 
chef has supplied that of cook. Den 
the term chief cook is seldom heard. 
This was not so sixty years ago out- 
side of France. Queen Victoria's 
householé never rejoiced in the word 
chef. The chief cook of the Pope is 
known as chef. The chief cook of all 
the potentates in the world, of all the 
noble families of the world, of all 
the hotels in the world, and of all 
the cafes and restaurants and even 
of the cafeterias are now chefs, and 
few people of account speak of their 
cook. No matter how nasty or ig- 
norant he may be the head cook is 
now a chef. The head of the kitchen 
of the resident of France is a woman, 
who furnishes gascon dishes. Per- 
haps she is also a chef—or “chefess.”

Dogs Hunt Golf Balls. 

[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] To make 
one’s living simply by owning an an)- 
mal does not sound a very profitable 
business. But there are dozens of 
cases tn which the possession of an 
intelligent creature means money. 

A gentieman living at Lower Kings- 
wood, in Surrey, trained four dogs,

FACT AND COMMENT. 


Score one for Los Angeles! The 
Southwest metropolis not only easily 
ran away with the construction laurels 
of the West Coast for the month of 
January but actually pushed New 
York City right to the tape in the 
race for first place in the number of 
building permits issued. The figures, 
compiled by Construction News of 
Chicago, and published exclusively in 
yesterday's Times, are really sensa- 
tional. Although New York led with 
1180 permits, Los Angeles was a close 
second with 1129 permits 
was third with 762 permits, Philadel- 
phia a poor fourth with 593 permits 
and Portland fifth with 586 permits. 
Chicago was not in it, the Windy City 
boasting only 422 permits. San Fran- 
cisco was far down in the column with 
418 permits. 

The showing of San Francisco, Port- 
land and Seattle is of course good in 
}comparison with that of the big east - 
ern cities of a million and, over in 
population, but by comparison with 
Los Angeles, the other cities of the 
Pacific Coast are experiencing dull 
times in construction. Los Angeles, 
with $2,456,872 in valuation, spent ap- 
proximately $600,000 more for new 
buildings than did Chicago, and best- 
ed Philadelphia nearly two to one. 
San Francisco was discounted by 
nearly $600,000. Portland. with $926,- 
623, and Seattle, with $774,810, were 
left hopelessly ind. 

The Fact and Comment man is not 
of a mind to rub it in, but the tempta- 
tion to remind San Francisco of the 
supremacy of Los Angeles in building 
cannot be resisted. Recently the writ-

Larger Percentage of Surplus 
Than Before. 


The Comptroller of the Currency 
believes the whole plan of Clearing 
House examination can be improved 
and better results obtained by a wider 
scope of co-operation than now exists. 
At present the extent of such co-op- 
eration between the National Bank 
examiners and the Clearing House ex- 
aminers practically extends only to 
an epchange of clerical help. If the 
Clearing House examiner is in need 
of such help he draws from the force 
of the National Bank examiner, and 
vice’ versa. 

In addition the two examiners 
often go into a bank at the same 
time in order to avoid an almost con- 
tinvous interference with the bank's 
busisiess. The Comptroller believes, 
according to a bulletin of the Nation- 
al City Bank of New York, that o- 
operation between the two should be 
very much enlarged, and that the 
National Bank examiner, the State 
examiner and the Clearing House - 
aminer should consult fully as to 
any bank whose condition is not sat- 
isfactory.

The soundness and safety of the 
national banks today cannot be better 
gauged than by their large percentage 
of surplus. The proportion held is 
nearly double what u was twenty 
years ago. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the national banks as a whole 
have now accumulated surplus in ex- 
cess of 66 per cent. of their aggre- 
gate capital and to the extent of 
90 per cent., including other undi- 
vided profits, there are in operation 
1284 banks, each with surplus less 
than 20 per cent. of its capital, and 
250 banks of recent opganization 
without any surplus at all. The 1284 
banks mentioned have accumulated 
surplus averaging only 10 per cent. 
These banks have paid 2 divi- 
dends to shareholders since s or- 
ganization a sum approximately 47 
per cent. of their capital. The sur- 
plus of some sixteen banks is yet so 
Small that a loss of $1000 each would 
impair their capital, besides there are 
eighty-one banks in which a loss of 
$2000 and ninety-three banks in 
which a loss of $3000 would wipe out 
their surplus and profits and impair 
their capital. Of the banks without 
surplus the margin of profit reported 
by twenty-six is so small that a loss 
of $600 by any of them would im- 
pair its capital, while fifteen banks 
could not sustain a loss of $1000 each 
without impairment. The reports of 
thirty-seven banks without surplus 
recentiy erganised, show no profits, 
their losses (expense account) aggre- 
gating $48,747. 
On December 5, 1911, the date of 
the last call, there were in operation 
7328 national banks, with aggregate 
eapital of $%1,026,400,000, surplus 
$672,900,000 and undivided profits 
$358,900,000, the surplus averaging 
over 65 per cent. of the capital and 
the undivided profits, 25 per cent. 
Of the banks in operation, 6794 with 
$942.800,000 capital had more than 
the full requirement of surplus; their 
ratio of surplus to capital being over 
70 r cent., and undivided profits to 
capital nearly 27 per cent. Banks to 
the number of 1284, with capital ag- 
gregating $71,300,000 had a surplus 
fund of $7,300,000, or an average of 
10 per cent. of their capital, and un- 
divided profits of $5,500,000, or abuut 
7% per cent., while 250 banks, with 
capital of $12,300,000 had no gurpius, 
their undivided profits, however, 
amounted to $1,050,000, or an aver- 
age of 8% per cent. of their capital.
